The reply filed on November 01 , 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has cancelled all the 
pending claims, claims 22-24 and 26-31 and added new claims 33-52. Claims 22 and 
26 were examined in this divisional and claims 23, 24 and 27-31 were withdrawn from 
further consideration as a result of restriction requirement. Applicant in response to the 
office action has not identified the claims reading on the elected specie. Applicant on 
page 7, line 1-3 and 15-17 states that support for claim 33 and 50 may be found from 
original claims 1 and 7 with respective page numbers. However, in the original 
application, claims 1 and 7 were method claims and not the structural claims. Also, the 
applicant has stated the support for other claims with page number and line number, but 
those are reading on various species. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned 
reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) 
DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply 
the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
